Mr. Lauck bases his argument on figtires of the Bureau of i^ta- 
tistics of the Department of Labor, which are intended to 4iow that 
a fiunily at five oannot live properly on a smaller amount. 

Mr. Lauck's deductions may be true, but it is also a fact that no 
family in Hie country oan maintain its former stands of lining on the 
amount of former expenditures. Economies have to be practiced by 
all, and if one class of our citisens is to have their income increased 
to keep pace with the rising cost of living, it only means that tSie 
other classes must suffer more than their share of privation. 

But Mr. Lauck goes even further than that. The cost of living 
has gone up about a hundred per cent, in the past few years. He pro- 
poses not only to double the wages of common laborers, but to quad- 
ruple them.

GRAIN PROmCT BEOU ED 

JTcadows (tbow Good Qrowtl^Apple 
ProspeHs Are Good — Pnstnre 
Is rair Only. 

With numerous reports of a very 
short noreage, heavy abandonment, 
thin stand, and damage ^y Hessian 
fly, Kentucky's wheat crop now prom- 
ises ri,82o,uOO bushels compared to a 
prospect early in May for 6,142,000 
bushels, according to the June crop 
reitort, issued Jointly at FVanktOrt and 
ouisvllle by State Commissioner of 
.Agriculture W. C. Hanna and H. F. 
liryant, Kentucky field agent of the U. 
s. Bureau of Crop Batimates. Last 
year the final yield In Kentucky turn- 
ed out 12,029.00 bushsls while the five- 
year average. 1914-18 Inclusive, was 
10.316,000 bushels. The greatest out In 
acreage and the heaviest damage ap- 
parently occurred in Western and 
-Southern KentoAkjr. 

Oats are doing fine on a good acre- 
age, except where too badly drowned 
out In a few places. The condition is 
92 per cent, ot normal and the acreage 
about 431,000, indicating a production 
of about 10.706,000 bushels, compared 
to 9,90n.000 bushels last year. 

Hye shows a rondition of 8.T per 
cent, of normal. With about ,''.S,000 
acres in ilie stale to be harvested for 
prain this Indicate.^ a production of 
aiiproxiniately 629,iitMi bushels, com- 
|)arp(l to 744.000 bushels last year 

Most meadows lK:\e made {'ood 
growth. Ihouch some sections av poor 
or very weedy, and some of tli<' Hist 
cnttinc of alfalfa was (laiiiai;ed by 
rain. Conilitiou of clover is iicr 
cent., with the acreage about 12 iier 
cent, less than In 191!>. due chiefly to 
hiuh prices of seed and to wiiiter-kiil- 
liiL' .Mfalfa condition Is HO per cent 
due chiefly to freesing out. The acre- 
age Is about ten per cent, less than In 
1919. 

Apple prospects are good in most 
sections, the average being about 71 
per cent, of a crop. Peaches are about 
78 per cent, of a crop, while pears are 
about 6.3 per cent. 

Paature in most sections averages 
fair. All work and crops are very late. 
Much plowing, com planting and to- 
bacco setting still being done. Truck 
crops are growing well now, but mel- 
ons were severely checked by cold 
wet we.itlier in May. Illackberries

hud !.■! Btnrfi; in tho War of 
1812, 15; in the Mexican War, 29; In 
tho Civil War, :!5; in the Spanlsh- 
Americnn War. 45; iind in the World 
War, 48. 

One of the olile.Mt exiMtIng flags of 
the Stars and Stjipes dealRn Ih that 
which waa carried by the .N'lirlli Caro- 
lina troopH at the battle nf riullford 
Courthouse, .Mar< li If.. 1781. and which 
is now preserveii In tlie roonisi of the 
Masonic grand ladge in ItnleUb. 

The flret Instance in wliieti ilic 13 
colonies were repreBentcd on an em- 
blem was In the flag carried by the 
light horse troops of Philadelphia In 
escorting Washington to KIngsbrtdge, 
N. Y., on his way to Cambridge to take 
command of the army. This flag was 
a gorgeous lianner ot yellow silk trim- 
med with sliver, and|^)Marlng In Its 
upper corner a square of IS white and 
blue stripes. 

The flrst merohant ship to earry the 
Amertoan flat to a foreign port was 
the Bedford, of Nantucket, which ar- 
rived in England. Febniary 6, 178S, 
with a cargo of whole oil. A london 
newspaper of that dajr said: "She U 
manned wholly by ABMrtoan aeamen, 
wean the rebel oolori^ and belongs to 
the Island ot Naataoket, In Massi^u- 
setts." 

Prevlons to 17<4 the Chinese ftad no 
word In their language as a name for 
the young American republic. When 
the Stars and Stripes waa flrst car- 
ried there in that year they described 
the flag as being as handsome as a 
flow er, and apoaktng of the vessel call- 
ed It Kaw-Kee-Cheum. Flag Flower 
Ship, and an American they called 
Kaw-Kee-Kork-Vin. Flower Flag coun- 
tryjiian. 

.Many writers liave slated lli;it tlic 
patriots earried no flag in the buttle 
of Levintilon in this tliey are mistak- 
en Natliaiiiei i'ane. eaptain of the 
.Minute Men of the town of Redford liad 
a flag for his eompany. Wlieii tliey re- 
ceived word that the British were com- 
ing they hastened to Lexington and 
carried the flag with them In the 

thiil.e;-! olllie flKllt it ABB laid Upon 

the ground for a w liiie When the Brit- 
ish retreated the Hedforil men follow- 
ed iheni carrying their tia^;, which con- 
sisted ot a maroon li. hl and a picture 
of an armored arm and hand holding 
aloft a sword. 

Until after the civil war all the offi- 
cial flags United States flags were 
made of bunting manufactured abroad. 

On February 26, 1866, Oen. Benjamin 
F. Butler presented to Congress a flag 
that waa made In his mill at Lowell, 
Afass., tha material for which waa 
grown and mannfaetored In the United 
States, made bar Americans on Ameri- 
can machinery.- Oongreas aoeepted It 
with a vote of thanks and ordered that 
no foreign material should erar again 
be used In making the otBdal United 
States flags. 

The American flag was flrst given 
the name of "Old Qlory" by Captain 
Stephen Driver, an old seadog of Sa- 
lem. Mass. In ISSl, when admiring 
friends gave Captain Driver a great 
flag for his ship, ha made a short, but 
energetic speech, at the cloaa of which 
he raised his hand toward the ban- 
ner at the mast's head, and shouted 
"Old Glory!" Bvery afterward people 
called him Old Glory Driver. 

One of the last battles of the Revo- 
lution was over a flag. It was a alngle- 
handed fight between a Mrs. Day. 
keeper of u boarding house In Green- 
wich street, .\'ew York city, and Major 
Cunningham, the British Provost Mar- 
slial. The British had agreed to evac- 
uate the city at noon on November 25. 
1783. About !i o'clock in the morning 
Ml < Day hoisted the American flag In 
front of her house. .Major (.'unulngham 
ordered lier to take the flag down, and 
upon her refusing, he undertook to do 
it lilmself. and she proceeded to beat 
hiiu with a broom. She won the battle 
and the flag remained.
